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ABSTRACT 



This report is a summary of the results of a 
questionnaire survey of locally developed health education materials. 
This guide has been prepared to assist school districts in the 
planning and initiation or expansion of local health programs. It 
reports on the current status of locally developed programs in the 
county. Hopefully, this information will simplify the task of those 
who seek sources of health education programs in Suffolk County.
